The man who thus converts him- 
self into -a temporary rest takes a stooping 
attitude and places his hands upon his knees, 
so as to be able to raise or lower the elevation. 
Swords and shield battalions are made up of 
corps numbering 1,200 men, armed with these 
weapons. A wing of a battalion, consisting

PITTSBURG MINE TROUBLES. 



On the Agricultural and Industrial 
Progress of the Country. 

Washington, Sept. 5.— Professor J. R. 
Dodge, Statistician of the' Agricultural De- 
partment, has issued a small book upon the 
industrial economy of the United States, 
which presents some striking results of his 
investigation of the manufacturing and 
agricultural production of the country for 
twenty years. Within that period, owing to 
latior-saving machinery, agriculture has 
more than doubled its production, 
with a smaller production of farm 
labor, and now threatens a glut in farm 
products unless this proportion shall be far- 
ther redueid. The question of outlet to for- 
eign markets is discussed, aud the fact shown 
that the surplus of fo<*l prpducts merely pays 
for imported food and beverages, and that 
trade can not be extended without a ruinous 
reduction in price. Tho distribution of labor 
in occupations in this and ot her countries is 
shown, with reference to comparative thrift 
and progress. It is found invariably that in- 
equality of distribution of industries retards 
development; that exclusively agricultural 
nations are always pott, Tho phenomenal 
progress of "the Central West" is pre- 
sented in deductions from the sta- 
tistics showing that half the culti- 
vated area of tho United States lies in a 
fourth of its territory, producing more than 
three-fourths of some of the principal crops. 
The fact is shown that the Ohio Valley is the 
most fully occupied body of land, Ohio 
bavin- !U p. r cent, of her surface in farms; 
Indiana, 88.SI; Illinois, 88.4; Kentucky, 84; 
and no other State as much. It is shown that 
already three-tenths of the manufactures of 
the United States are pco d OPtd within "the 
Central West," in less than three-tenths of 
the area of the country within half a century 
from its settlement.
